It admit! that on the follow- 
ing d«y a motion to reoonsidsr was 
made and that the motion prevailed, 
bat eonUnds that suofc action was not 
saffloient to rssnneot the bill, as by 
the rules of the Assembly, a motion to 
reconsider should be made immedi- 
ately after the result of the rote on 
a bill Is announced, and before any 
other business Is transacted. 


Does not the Xtport know that the 


Assembly could, as it did, by a two- 
thirds rote suspend a rule of that body? 
Our Virginia contemporary farther 
says: 
"Notwithstanding this rule the dead 


bill was recalled from the Senate, and 
by 
a legislative miracle life was 


pumped Into it long enough to permit 
the Assembly to vote on it again and 
this Use it passed, was enrolled and 
went to the Governor, who vetoed it." 


The bill when recalled was the 


property of the Benate, which had the 
power to either grant or reject the re- 
quest or demand of the Assembly. The

•gain became the property of the 
lower house, when, as the Report ad- 
mits, it passed by the constitutional 
two-thirds majority. So It appears 
that the Governor's veto was based, 
not upon the enrolled history of the 
bill, as at first reported, but upon a 
technicality in regard to a rule of the 
Assembly, which the Governor had as 
much right to consider, as the names 
of the members who voted for and 
against the bill. 


Although we can discern no irregu- 


larity, even in the Report'i statement 
concerning the history of the bill, or 
any infringement of the rules of either 
home, suppose thfte bad been; it was 
a matter pertaining to those bodies 
exclusively, and one which the execu- 
tive had nothing whatever to do. If 
strict adherence to the rules was 
necessary to make valid an Act, four- 
fifths of the laws on our statute books 
would be null and void. That the bill 
passed both houses by the constitu- 
tional majority was enough for the 
Governor to know, and if the journals 
of the two branches showed that fact 
It was not his province to ascertain 
whether or not every formality of the 
rales had been complied with. Frob 
ably five hundred bills have been re 
called from one house to the other at 
the different sessions of the Nevada 
legislature for different causes, but 
this is the first instance that we ever 
heard where snob action was consid- 
ered sufficient reason for a guberna- 
torial veto. The Senate and Assembly 
are each the judges of their own rales, 
and their violation is not a matter for 
executive consideration. Every mem- 
ber of the Senate in 1885 knows that 
if the rules of that body had been 
followed to the letter, the State Uni 
versity would not have been removed 
from Elko to Reno—at least daring 
that session. 


The Report, rather discourteously 


says: "Anyhow, to give the devil his 
due, the Governor could not consis- 
tently sign a bill that was a dead one 
and which, really, according to parlia- 
mentary usage, never had passed." A 
bill is never "dead" so long as it has 
not been indefinetely postponed and 
the legislature is in session; and it 
never is so near dissolution that it can- 
not be revived by a two-thirds majority 
in both houses, and further, there is no 
"parliamentry usage" which woald jus- 
tify the Reporft executive "devil" or 
any power In slaughtering a bill which 
onr contemporary truthfully remarks, 
"every good 
citizen was in favor 


of." 
The JODINAL has never seen Sam 


Davis' statement, unless it was the few 
lines published editorially in the Ay- 
peal the day following the veto. That 
stated as nearly as we could make out, 
that the defective history as recorded 
on the enrolled bill was the cause of its 
executive death. The Report justifies 
ths slaughtering act upon the ground 
that the assembly did not reconsider 
the bill until the day following its de- 
feat, ignoring the fact that a legislative 
body oan at any time suspend any or 
all of its rules. We do not want to do 
Injustice to anyone and would be glad 
to bear any explanation which would 
In a moral or legal sense justify the 
Governor's act. 
Such explanation, 


however, we do not find in either the 
Report or Appealing with such light 
as we have received, we cannot think 
otherwise than that he at least made a 
greivous mistake in vetoing the bilL 


a State. Here are thousands of acres 
of fertile land awaiting the coming of

These men now insist that the 
sack bearer, whose business was to 
handle the last jury, did not attend to 
business, but sunk the money. It 
would have required so much money 
to handle a jury in the (ace of the evi- 
dence on the last trial that the sack 
man probably concluded not to waste 
it trying, and so sank it in his own 
pockets." 


The "sack man," whoever he was, 


and whose business it was to "handle 
the last jury," had no opportunity to 
"attend to business." The jury was 
"put under the rale," or in other 
words, was in the custody of the U. S. 
Marshal. The members were not per- 
mitted to speak to any person, except 
by permission of the court, and then 
only in the presence and hearing of the 
Marshal, or one of his deputies, one or 
two of whom were with the jury day 
and night during the entire trial. The 
same was the ease in the other trials, 
excepting the first, when the jury was 
permitted to go at large, when the 
court was not in session. 


At the other trials the utmost vigi- 


lance was exercised, and the writer of 
this, who was in a position to know, is 
certain that there was no tampering 
with either of the last three juries, nor 
any visible attempt to do so. Heney 
waseonvicted by the first jury that 
was placed under the rale, and Jones by 
the third, the jury failing to agree at his 
first trial. It is but justice to the dis- 
senting jurors at Jonea' first trial to 
state that the evidence wan much 
stronger against the defendant at the 
second trial than the first. It was not 
a question as to the sum of money 
"required," for no amount could have 
been used with any effect after either 
of the last three juries were impaneled.
